Precautions to be taken against dismantling of yellow fever infected buildings 
during the quarantine season. 


Owing to the danger that may result from the dismantling of old 
buildings which have once been infected with yellow fever, the following 
letter was addressed to the president of the Louisiana State board of 
health, calling his attention to this fact, and urging that precautions 
be taken to prevent this source of infection during the present season. 


OFFICE OF SUPERVISING SURGEON-GENERAL, 
MARINE-HOSPITAL SERVICE, 
Washington, D. C., May 8, 1899. 

Str: I desire to invite your attention to a matter which is of very 
considerable sanitary importance, namely, that no old buildings which 
have once been infected with yellow fever should be allowed to be dis- 
mantled insummer. You will possibly remember that there is reason 
to believe that the epidemic of yellow fever in Franklin, La., during 
last year originated in the dismantling of a building which had been 
infected the previous year. A further case in point may be cited in 
the dismantling of an old barge in the harbor of Havana (see page 608, 
PuBLIC HEALTH REPORTS No. 17, dated April 28, 1899). With the 
strong probability of such happenings in mind, the Bureau, in the 
spring of 1898, refused to sanction the dismantling of the cruiser 
Buffalo, formerly the Brazilian cruiser Nictheroy, at Newport News, Va. 
Both the Franklin and Havana incidents show very conclusively the 
wisdom of this latter named decision, and it is, therefore, believed that 
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it would be a very wise precaution should all the States of the South 
forbid the dismantling of such old buildings at any time between the 
ist of April and the 1st of November.

By virtue of authority conveyed in section 8 of article 43, Code of Public General 
Laws, 1888, title Health, it is ordered by the State board of health that on and after 
April 1, 1899, no small-fruit grower, canner, truck farmer, or fish packer shall take into 
his employ any person or persons who do not show written proof of vaccination of more 
recent date than July, 1898. Any person or persons violating this law shall be fined 
not less than $50 nor exceeding $500.

TEXAS. 


El Paso.-—Acting Assistant Surgeon Alexander reports, May 3, as 
follows : 


I have the honor to report that I am still enforeing the quasi- 
quarantine to the best of my ability and with excellent results, for there 
are now no cases of smallpox known to me on either side of the river, 
though as it is well known that the Mexicans hide their cases even from 
the doctors, there may be, and probably still are, cases in Juarez. There 
are 2 convalescents in the pesthouse in this city. 
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Free vaccination by the authorities still continues on both sides. 
Many of the Mexicans are strenuously opposed to this, and thus many 
are still unvaccinated. . All such are not allowed to pass from one city 
to the other. This prohibition causes many to seek vaccination and 
must eventually cause them all to do so. This applies almost entirely 
to adults and the old people. Most of the children and young people 
are vaccinated. This is due to the schools, the attendance upon which 
makes vaccination compulsory. 

The close inspection of several thousand Mexicans which this quar- 
antine has made necessary, has revealed the fact, surprising even to me, 
who bas had so large an experience with Mexicans, that quite two- 
thirds of them, and I am inclined to think even a greater proportion, 
have at sometime in their lives had smallpox, and from this, too, I am 
forced to the conviction that, as American residents in Mexico generally 
believe, the Mexicans with their wide experience have acquired a skill- 
ful if not a profound knowledge of the treatment of smallpox, which it 
would be well for ustostudy. Hence this, with their superstition, their 
stoicism, and fatalism, induces them to desire that their children may 
have smallpox in their infancy or youth, feeling toward it precisely as 
the American mother feels toward the measles, having no greater dread 
of it, and indeed among them it is scarcely more fatal. 

From this, one can well understand how difficult it is to deal with 
such conditions and to enforce sanitary regulations upon a people who 
in every sentiment and fiber of their being resent it. They are, how- 
ever, being rapidly educated to its necessities. This quarantine is 
arousing them. Enforce it at proper seasons for a few years and the 
good work will have been accomplished. 

From 10 a. m. to 6 p. m. in each day, Sundays included, I am at the 
bridge, the principal egress and exit of this city with Mexico, issuing 
or refusing to issue certificates, as the case requires, vaccinating some, 
turning back others, disinfecting, and exercising to the straining, and 
sometimes breaking point, such virtues of patience and forbearance as 
I can command, which a proper knowledge of the Mexicans and their 
language demands and renders possible. 

Then at 7.20 p. m. I meet the incoming Mexican Central train at 
Juarez and give that the necessary inspection. For many months past, 
and until the last few days, the bed of the Rio Grande River has been 
dry, and thus about 20 per cent of the Mexican population has escaped 
all scrutiny, using the bed of the river to cross instead of the highways, 
and now since there is water sufficient to put an end to this, that class 
of contrabands, we may well say, have suddenly, and for several days 
past, been much in evidence and have given me much trouble at the 
bridge where I am stationed. These, however, will all be disposed of 
in a few days. Sunday past there was a great crowd of them there all 
day, and I had 2 accomplished vaccinators there to assist me in vac- 
cinating and managing them. 

Your wire regarding yellow fever at Vera Cruz was duly received 
and carefully noted. 

I advised you by wire that there was a fresh outbreak of smallpox at 
Las Cruces, New Mexico, a town about 50 miles north from here. The 
population being almost wholly Mexican, the same conditions apply as 
cited above regarding the Mexicans here. A number of other Mexi- 
can towns in that territory are likewise infected, the people of which 
seem indifferent or incapable of dealing with it, and the American ele- 
ment may ask federal aid. 

The board of health of this city are fully informed of the situation, 
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and will, I trust, take the necessary precautionary measures, though 
thus far there is no suspension of intercourse with Las Cruces. Nearly 
every day we meet people from that place. 

Last month I issued 870 certificates and refused a large number. 

Of those whom I permitted to pass, 142 had been afflicted with small- 
pox in its confluent type, three-fourths of whom were of a recent date, 
and nine-tenths were Mexicans, and all who were refased admission 
were of the same nationality. This indicates plainly the nature and 
extent of the recent epidemic. 


Galveston.—Acting Assistant Surgeon Keiller reports 5 new cases for 
week ended April 29. 


Laredo.—Acting Assistant Surgeon Hamilton reports April 25 as 
follows: 


The quarantine guards at Carrizo and San Ignacio, Tex., were dis- 
charged April 20 according to instructions. I have reliable information 
that there is no smallpox in Zapata County, Tex., nor in Guerrero, 
Mexico. 

The situation in Laredo, Tex., is improving. Report for the week 
ended April 22: 3 cases and 1 death; at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, 1 
death from smallpox. On April 241 inclosed mortuary report for week 
ended April 22, 1899, and I will obtain report weekly hereafter. 

International foot and tramway bridge report: Vaccinated, 20; de- 
ported, 1; examined and passed, 1,642; total examined for week ended 
April 22, 1899, 1,663. Theaverage entry over this bridge daily is from 
300 to 500 persons, but all are not examined, as from frequent crossing 
they are well known to guards. I have at present detained at Nuevo 
Laredo, Mexico, 2 persons from Vera Cruz and 1 from Tampico. I 
hold them five days after disinfection of baggage. 

The railroad entering Laredo from Mexico does not bring any cars 
that run to Mexican Gulf cities. All persons coming in necessarily 
have changed cars at one or more points. I hereby send list of passen- 
gers entering at this port. Isend number registering from cities having 
direct railroad connection with Tampico and Vera Cruz, viz : Tampico 
with Monterey and San Luis Potosi; Vera Cruz with City of Mexico. 
Persons coming on train generally state that they are from place at 
which they boarded the train, but if they also swear to that I some- 
times catch them by their baggage, as nearly or may be all baggage 
passing out of Tampico and Vera Cruz has a label on with date, and if 
not torn off in transit helps te keep a check on entry of baggage and 
individuals. 

Entry of persons on Mexican National Railroad for week ended 
April 15: From Monterey, 58; San Luis Potosi, 9; Mexico City, 47; 
other points, 56; total, 170. Week ended April 22: Monterey, 82 ; 
San Luis Potosi, 13; Mexico City, 46; other points, 72; total, 213. 
This does not include those entering from Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and 
persons whom I have detained at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico,for quarantine 
and disinfection. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Hamilton reports, April 30, as follows: 


I telegraphed you yesterday recommending the discharge of the man 
disinfecting mail, as this State removes quarantine to-morrow against 
Laredo, Tex., and there is no necessity for disinfecting mail. 

I will retain guards at international foot bridge on account of small- 
pox at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, but I expect it will be clean in a very 
short time. 
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Acting Assistant Surgeon Hamilton reports, May 1, as follows: 


I have this day received telegram to discharge disinfector of mail 
at this point. The State took off quarantine against Laredo, Tex., 
to-day. The State has employed a physician to visit Monterey and 
Tampico to investigate those points relative to yellow fever, and any- 
thing I learn from him I will wire you if of any consequence. He 
leaves here for those points to-day. The State health officer informed 
me that he would keep me informed of what the State agent discov- 
ered. I stopped 2 persons on the frontier and returned them to Mex- 
ico on April 30. They were from Tuxpan, Mexico, via Tampico, 
forty-five hours out from Tampico; returned for disinfection of baggage 
and detention. As I have no authority for detention camp here, I do 
not allow suspects to enter, but they with 1 exception during this 
quarantine season have been disinfected at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, and 
spent the desired time there. As yet the Mexican authorities have 
put no restrictions on their movements while on the Mexican side, but 
I am informed that they intend to do so in the near future. I am 
informed daily of their health, and in that way keep track of them. 


Acting Assistant Surgeon Hamilton reports, May 3, as follows: 


I continue passenger inspection of trains entering from Mexico. 
April 23, I returned 1 man to Nuevo Laredo, Mexico, for detention 
and disinfection of baggage. April 24, 1 man returned for same 
purpose, from Vera Cruz, Mexico. April 30, 2 men from Tampico, 
Mexico. The last 2 are still at Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. None of 
these persons have had any suspicious symptoms of yellow fever. 
Although yellow fever is denied to exist at Tampico, Mexico, I con- 
sider it a suspicious port, and disinfect all baggage coming from there. 

The smallpox situation at this place is much improved. Cases for 
week ended April 29,6. No deaths. State removed quarantine against 
this city on May1. I have received a letter from a prominent physician 
of Monterey, Mexico, stating that so far this year they have not had 
any suspicious cases of yellow fever at that place. 

I inclose mortality report of Nuevo Laredo, Mexico. I am informed 
they have only 2 cases of smallpox there at present, but it is hard to 
verify what the officials state, and I discovered 2 deaths from smallpox 
last week on their death register, which they had not reported to me, 
the judge who keeps the register is very obliging and allows me to 
examine register whenever I desire. 

Report of international foot and tramway bridge is as follows: Vac- 
cinated, 14; deported, 1 blind man; examined and allowed entry, 1,589 ; 
_ total examined, 1,603; total number that entered over bridge, 4,427. 
The total number I obtained from the person who collects toll on 
bridge, and does not include small children. I believe children under 
6 years do not pay, and are therefore not registered. The inspector 
does not examine every person coming over bridge each time they 
cross, aS some persons cross aS many as six or more times daily and 
have been examined many times before, which accounts for disparity 
in number coming over bridge and those examined as to recent success- 
ful vaccination. 

I have examined and passed on 17 immigrants, but 5 of these were 
returned by Immigrant Inspector Giles as follows: One woman with 4 
children between 3 and 9 years of age, 1 of the children had a sty on 
one eye and was also suffering from conjunctivitis, but said people were 
returned on account of being paupers. I depend on the immigrant 
inspector as to who are immigrants, but I also inspect all persons on 
train.

Persons out from Tampico or Vera Cruz, that is, any infected port 
more than five or ten days with baggage that has not been disinfected, 
shouid they be detained after disinfection of baggage or allowed to go 
on if they leave all baggage for disinfection to be forwarded to them? 


The following reply was sent in answer to the question contained in 
the last paragraph of the above report : 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5, 1899. 

Str: Replying to your letter of May 3, and to the closing paragraph 
thereof, as follows : 

Persons out from Tampico or Vera Cruz, that is, any infected port, more than five or 
ten days, with baggage that has not been disinfected, should they be detained after 
disinfection of baggage, or allowed to go on if they leave all baggage for disinfection, 
to be forwarded to them ? 

I have to state that persons who have been from five to ten days 
away from an infected yellow fever port and have not opened their 
baggage should be allowed to proceed, and their baggage may be disin- 
fected and forwarded to them afterwards, provided the keys are turned 
over to you and the baggage is not examined or handled by the persons 
themselves, the principle being that the opening of the baggage by the 
travelers themselves would be exposing them to possible infection.

Current quarantine measures. 


{Translated in this Bureau from the Veriffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes, Berlin, April 12, 1899. ] 


PLAGUE, 


BRITISH East INDIES.—On account of the increase in the number 
of plague deaths (January 15, 13 deaths; February 1-24, 27 deaths) the 
Government of Bengal, under date of February 4, issued a proclama- 
tion putting in force the preventive measures of November 10, 1897, 
which were declared out of foree October 10, 1898. These measures 
comprise supervision, free medical inspection and medical treatment, 
disinfection, and reimbursement for articles destroyed, such as clothing, 
bed clothing, etc., and the strengthening of the city police and the 
medical personnel, together with precautions against the transportation 
of plague on vessels. 

Dutcu East AFRICA.—Under date of December 6, 1898, the gov- 
ernor issued the following circular to all coast stations: 

Plague having been been declared present at Tamatave, Madagascar, 
all arrivals from Madagascar are subject to medical supervision. If 
twenty-four hours have elapsed since departure from the last port, and 
during that time no case of sickness and no death has occurred on 
board, the vesse] may, without further preliminary, be allowed pratique. 

The Government shall be telegraphically informed of any suspicious 
case, and until instructions be received all communication between the 
suspected vessel and the land is prohibited. 


SMALLPOX. 


AusTRIA.—The lord lieutenants of the coast provinces have received 
the following notice: 

The Government having been informed of the existence of smallpox 
in several localities in Greece, and that the Italian Government has 
instituted quarantine measures in consequence, you are directed to take 
special oversight of the sanitary condition of all persons arriving from 
Greece and to act promptly in case of the importation of a smallpox 
case. 


ARABIA, 


United States consul at Aden notes as follows under date of April 12: 
On the 5th instant the Caledonia reached here from Bombay and the 7th 
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instant a case of plague appeared on board. The case was that of a 
cook, who was immediately landed on the cholera island and at last 
accounts was doing well. No apprehension of further cases. The 
Caledonia is a P. and O. mail steamer plying between Aden and Bombay. 
It is also said there are a few cases of smallpox among the lower classes 
of the natives, but there is no published official report as yet. 


BRAZIL. 
Sanitary report from Rio de Janeiro. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, April 12, 1899. 

Str: I have the honor to transmit to you the official report for the 
week ended March 30. 

There were 367 deaths from all causes, a decrease of 45 as compared 
with the foregoing week ; 27 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease 
of 12; 32 deaths from yellow fever, a decrease of 7; 4 deaths from 
smallpox, a decrease of 1; 4 deaths from typhoid fever, an increase of 
2; no deaths from measles and influenza; 9 deaths from beriberi, an 
increase of 4, and 50 deaths from tuberculosis, an increase of 14. 

From the state of Sao Paulo I can give you some official data con- 
cerning the sanitary conditions during the month of January. The 
total number of deaths was 3,499, a decrease of 654, as compared with 
the month of December. From tuberculosis there died 148 persons, a 
decrease of 48, and from malarial fever, 117 persons, a decrease of 9; 
from typhoid fever there died 49 persons (17 at the city of Sao Paulo), 
a decrease of 3; from yellow fever, only 1 (at Campinas), the same as 
before; from smallpox, 3 (at the city of Sao Paulo), a decrease of 8. 

In regard to other infectious diseases, there were in the state of Sao 
Paulo 21 deaths from measles (5 at Santos and 9 at Espirito Santo do 
Pinhal), 5 deaths from diphtheria, 44 deaths from whooping cough, 
4 deaths from erysipelas, 30 deaths from dysentery, 4 deaths from sep- 
ticeemia, 19 deaths from influenza, 7 deaths from leprosy, and 4 deaths 
from cholerine. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been inspected and 
received bills of health of this office: April 5, bark Bella Formigosa, 
Portuguese, for Brunswick. April 6, steamship Taormina, German, 
for New York. April 7, barkentine Frances, American, for Baltimore ; 
bark Lancefild, British, for Pensacola. April 12, steamship Bellanoch, 
British, for New York.

COLOMBIA. 
Sanitary report from Bocas del Toro. 


Bocas DEL Toro, Colombia, April 24, 1899. 
Sir: I have the honor to submit report for the week ended Saturday, 
April 22, 1899. The following steamships have cleared and sailed for 
ports in the United States during the week: April 21, Colombia, Berg, 
18 crew, for Mobile, 9 passengers; Baracoa, Wolden, 17 crew, for 
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Mobile, no passengers; April 22, Espafia, Danielson, 14 crew, for New 
Orleans, no passengers. The health of the port and the surrounding 
country continues good. A few cases of malarial fever, of the inter- 
mittent type, have come under notice. According to such information 
as I can gather, there is much less malaria prevailing than during the 
same season last year. But 1 death has occurred during the week, and 
that was from snake poisoning. 

There are a number of unqualified individuals practicing medicine, 
among the lower classes here, from whom it is impossible to obtain 
information regarding cases in their hands, especially as they are not 
required to report deaths. I have, however, enlisted the kind offices of 
a prominent member of the clergy to assist me in the collection of 
mortuary statistics. 

There has been considerable traffic with Colon during the week, four 
sloops or schooners having arrived from that place, each bringing five 
or six passengers, mostly Chinese and Jamaicans. I have sought the 
cooperation of the port physician to keep a close watch on this traffic. 

I have not as yet been in the lagoons, but I am awaiting a favorable 
opportunity to make the round and inspect the many points at which 
the steamers take on fruit. The close arrivals and departures of the 
vessels have thus far prevented me.

COSTA RICA. 


Sanitary report from Port Limon. 


Limon, Costa Rica, April 24, 1899. 
Sir: I have the honor to inform you that the health conditions of 
this port (Limon), and also of the vicinity, remain satisfactory. There 
, no suspicion of the existence of either contagious or infectious 
isease. 
There are two hospitals in the town of Limon. The Hospital de Cari- 
dad (charity) has at this date 13 patients, of whom 8 are white, and 
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with the exception of 1 case, a quotidian type of fever, all are chronic 
medical cases, varied in their nature. The remaining 5 cases are purely 
surgical. In the Costa Rica Railway Hospital, Limon, are 6 patients, 
all of the negro race; 5 of them having mild forms of malarial fever, 
the remaining 1 being a surgical case. 

The mortuary record (official) of the town and department of Limon, 
Costa Rica, from April 1 to the 23d instant, inclusive, show that only 
4 deaths have occurred in the ‘‘department’’ in the past twenty-three 
days. * * *

Regarding passengers from Punta Arenas, Costa Rica. 


Limon, Costa Rica, April 26, 1899. 

Str: I beg to acknowledge herewith the receipt on the 24th instant 
of the Department letter (McE) dated the 7th instant, and relating to 
parties seeking transportation from Port Limon to the United States, 
and who have come over from Punta Arenas on the Pacific Coast. 

I may here state that I am well aware of this dangerous and pestilen- 
tial seaport (Punta Arenas) on the Pacific Coast, and also that it is 
comparatively a short distance, about 70 miles, from said Punta Arenas 
to San José, the capital of Costa Rica. I take occasion to give the 
various distances between Punta Arenas and San José; they are con- 
sidered reliable. From Punta Arenas to Esparta is 12 miles, (the town 
of Atenas is about 15 miles from Alajuela and is 30 miles nearer San 
José than Esparta). Esparta to Alajuela is about 45 miles, and this 
section is without rail, but has a ‘‘ cart road.’’ 

From Alajuela to San José is 14 miles by rail, and the distance from 
San José to Port Limon is 1024 miles by rail, thus making the total 
distance from Punta Arenas, on the Pacific, to Port Limon, on the 
Caribbean Sea, 173) miles. I may also state that in my two years’ 
service as medical inspector for the Louisiana State board of health I 
have never had an applicant for transportation from the Pacific Coast 
to the United States. 

The doctor (Wm. H. Inksetter), referred to in your letter as residing 
in Alajuela, took passage on the Alleghany for New York on the 24th 
instant, and will not return to this country for some months; however, 
I will inform Dr. Padilla, a prominent physician of Alajuela, who is 
worthy of full confidence, of the caution to be exercised in granting 
medical certificates to those anticipating a voyage to the United States 
via Port Limon.

Quarantine surveillance of persons and baggage leaving Cuban ports for the 
United States. 


[Weekly report from Surgeon H. R. Carter. ] 


The following weekly report has been received from Surgeon H. R. 
Carter, who was detailed on January 28, 1899, to make inspections and 
establish quarantine stations in the Island of Cuba, exclusive of the 
province of Santiago, in which latter province Passed Assistant Sur- 
geon M. J. Rosenau was detailed for like duty. 


HAVANA, CuBA, May 1, 1899. 
Sir: In compliance with Bureau letter (P. M. C.) of the 19th instant, 
I have the honor to submit the following report of the situation here 
for the past week : 


Havana. 


The disinfection of vessels bound for southern ports is continued here, 
and we are handling a considerable number—34 to May 1. I can say 
that this work is carefully done, indeed I believe that as much pains is 
taken as at any quarantine station I have ever seen, or indeed more. 
Special care is taken to prevent the possibility of reinfection. Such 
vessels as can not well be handled here are advised to go via Tortugas, 
if going into the Gulf, disinfecting there and, if they wish, leaving for 
destination without detention with a certificate of disinfection, so as to 
save as much of the delay in quarantine as possible. All things con- 
sidered, I count the Protector as the most complete and convenient dis- 
infecting plant I have ever seen, and I have seen every one between 
New York and Galveston. 

The work on baggage going to northern ports is progressing. The 
plan under which we work is briefly this. All passengers come to this 
office for an inspection card as a prerequisite for buying a ticket, aud 
without which they are stopped at the gangway of the vessel. These 
cards are viséed and the passenger reinspected within twenty-four hours 
of leaving. When the cards are issued the ultimate destination of the 
passenger is determined in the case of soldiers; this is usually very easy 
and very certain. The cards are then marked. The baggage is differ- 
entiated, first, by destination, all going (ultimately) south being disin- 
fected. It is also differentiated by orign ; all from a locality considered 
to be infected being disinfected independent of its destination. Finally 
it is differentiated by its nature; bedding, old and soiled fabrics, and 
household goods, and anything else of which the inspector is doubtful, 
independent of its destination or origin, is either rejected or disin- 
fected, the former for the household goods and generally the latter 
for dirty clothing, ete. We have an acting assistant surgeon and an

assistant on the gangway of the vessel from the time she is ready to 
receive passengers to the time of sailing to examine the cards, labels, 
unlabeled baggage, ete. The plan is, I think, sufficient and it is prac- 
ticable. It is a big task, however, just now and not an easy one; like 
everything else in quarantine work its success depends on the closeness 
of the supervision of its details. Several systems of checks, which it 
would take too long to give, are in use, and more will be applied as 
their applicability becomes apparent. In the meantime a close inspec- 
tion by the New York quarantine authorities is of the greatest value to 
us to enforce our own work. At the beginning, on the first vessel ( City 
of Washington), a number of pieces of baggage escaped disinfection here, 
being taken on in spite of our advice and offer of disinfection, and the 
best that could be done was to so notify the New York quarantine, and 
explain how these could be certainly identified by the inspection ecards 
the passengers carried, i. e., all passengers not holding cards marked 
‘“‘baggage passed’’ require disinfection of their baggage. The disin- 
fection of this baggage is done by the Protector, a lighter going out to 
her each morning with the baggage leaving that day. This is disin- 
fected, put under seal, and carried directly by the same lighter to the 
steamer. 
Matanzas. 


It is of great advantage to us here that the same work on baggage is 
done at Matanzas by Passed Assistant Surgeon Guiteras, U.S. M. H.8., 
much of which comes this way. The packages are put under seal, and 
his labels on all that reach us with seal unbroken are honored. The 
labels of course are stamped and signed. 


Cienfuegos. 


I have just returned from Cienfuegos where the same system and 
methods of inspection and disinfection of baggage were instituted 
under Assistant Surgeon Grubbs, U.S.M.H.S. The problem there is 
much simpler on account of the lesser amount of passenger traflic, 
which still is considerable. The steam chamber recently instituted 
there was carefully gone over, and such alterations as seemed advisable 
recommended. It is a good little chamber, indeed an excellent one, 
but will be better with a steam exhaust. He is prepared to disinfect 
vessels at Cienfuegos, and can do thorough work but not quickly, this 
plant being designed rather for this baggage work than for vessels 
leaving Cienfuegos. Disinfection at this place, however, is only appli- 
cable. for steamers or for schooners which call at Tortugas (about three 
days off) for inspection. A certain amount can and will be done here; 
more at Matanzas. 

Cardenas. 


As is known to the Bureau, I have opened Cardenas as a subport and 
placed a quarantine physician there. He was under instructions here 
and at Matanzas for about ten days prior to asssuming his functions 
there. No disinfection of vessels for American ports will be done 
there ; all entering the Gulf can stop at Tortugas for disinfection and 
save time. As soon as my work will allow me (I have been giving per- 
sonal attention to the disinfection) I purpose to visit a second time the 
ports on the north coast.

Sanitary report from Matanzas. 


MATANZAS, CUBA, May 1, 1899. 

Str: I have the honor to report that the sanitary condition of the 
city and port of Matanzas is good. The last case of yellow fever was 
reported March 27. The history of this case went to show that the 
disease was not contracted in this city. 

During the week ended April 22 there were 35 deaths in an esti- 
mated population of 40,000, giving for the week an annual death rate 
per thousand of 45.6. I behieve this figure to be rather too high, the 
estimated population being probably too low. 

During the week above mentioned, there were 4 cases of diphtheria 
and 1 case of measles. 

The streets of the city are kept in fair condition, and garbage and 
refuse are now being towed in lighters outside the harbor. 

The disinfecting house, the construction of which was authorized 
March 28, 1899, was finished April 24, and the installation of the dis- 
infecting machinery at once begun and terminated April 29. A pre 
liminary trial was made April 30, which was fairly successful. * * * 
The disinfecting station may be considered ready for business. * * *

Sanitary report from Santiago de Cuba. 


SANTIAGO DE CuBA, April 22, 1899. 

Sir: I have the honor to report that during the week ended April 
22, there was a total of 34 deaths in the civil population of this city. 
The principal causes of death were, malarial diseases, 8 ; entero colitis, 
6; tuberculosis, 2; peritonitis, 3; tetanus, 2; dysentery, 1; bronchitis, 
1; pneumonia, 1; gangrene of the mouth, 1. 

During the same week 28 vessels were inspected, 16 upon arrival and 
12 prior to departure. 

The U. 8. Army transport Crook sailed April 21 for New York and 
was given our special attention. She had 98 corpses on board from 
Porto Rico, and took 244 from here, and 12 from Guantanamo. All 
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those known to have died of yellow fever were set aside. Of the 244 
taken from here the following causes of death are given : 
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The corps of undertakers also returned on the Crook. Their working 
clothes had been disinfected or burned. 

It is interesting to note that of the 24 unacclimated men engaged in 
this work, none of them took sick, although they disinterred many yel- 
low fever bodies. 

I went with the Crook as far as Fort McCalla, in order to look after 
the disinterrment of the marines who fell in action at that place, and 
from there proceeded to Guantanamo, in order to look after a case of 
yellow fever on board the British barkentine St. Paul, which is made 
the subject of a separate report. 

The U. S. Army trausport Buford sailed with many passengers April 
17. At the time of sailing a case believed to be measles was transferred 
to the lazaretto, but after a few hours on shore, the fever and eruption 
disappeared. 

All the passengers on board the Buford and Crook were given health 
certificates. Most of them were vaccinated at this office, and furnished 
with certificates to this effect. 

Work on the Rough Rider is being pushed, and I hope to soon have 
her in working order.

Reports case of yellow fever on board barkentine St. Paul in Guantanamo 
harbor. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, April 22, 1899. 


Sir: I have the honor to report a case of yellow fever on board the 
British barkentine St. Paul, anchored in the harbor of Guantanamo. 
The St. Paul came from the Barbados and was loading sugar from 
lighters, when 1 of the crew was taken sick. On the 17th instant the 
vessel was placed incommunicado by Dr. Nin. The man had been 
ashore, and doubtless the infection can be traced to this indiscretion. 
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While at Guantanamo I made arrangements to remove the patient to a 
small island, Cayo Tiburcio, about 2 miles from Caimanera. There is 
an old house on the island, sufficient to accommodate several cases. 
The house and island belong to Senor Penez Tiburcio, who kindly 
placed it at our disposal. 

The vessel will be fumigated and further developments noted. She 
is loading for New York, and before sailing will be given a thorough 
disinfection here, provided we can get our plant ready in time.

Estimated populatior, 
51,000. Total number of deaths, 51, including enteric fever, 1, and 3 
from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Quebec—Sherbrooke.—Month of April, 1899. Estimated population, 
10,760. Total number of deaths, 33. No deaths from contagious disease. 

ForMosA— Tamsui.—Four weeks ended March 10, 1899. Estimated 
population, 2,100,000. Total number of deaths not reported. Two 
deaths from diphtheria, 1 death from enteric fever, 2 deaths from small- 
pox, and 123 deaths from plague. 

FRANCE—St. Etienne.—Two weeks ended April 15, 1899. Estimated 
population, 135,784. Total number of deaths, 132, including diphtheria, 
1, enteric fever, 1, and 10 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

GREAT BriITaIn—England and Wales.—The deaths registered in 33 
great townsin England and Wales during the week ended April 22, 1899, 
correspond to an annnal rate of 18.3 a thousand of the aggregate popu- 
lation, which is estimated at 11,404,408. The highest rate was recorded 
in Liverpool, viz, 23.4, and the lowest in Cardiff, viz, 11.8. 

London.—One thousand four hundred and ninety-nine deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles, 51; scarlet fever, 7 ; 
diphtheria, 29; whooping cough, 47; enteric fever, 3, and diarrhea 
and dysentery, 7. The deaths from ali causes correspond to an annual 
rate of 17.2 a thousand. In Greater London, 2,036 deaths were regis- 
tered, corresponding to an annual rate of 16.3 a thousand of the popu- 
lation. In the ‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 12 from diphtheria, 
17 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, and 11 from whooping cough. 

Ireland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended April 22, 1899, in the 23 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 23.7 a thousand of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,053,188. The lowest rate was recorded in Queenstown, 
viz, 5.7, and the highest in Ballymena, viz, 73.3athousand. In Dublin 
and suburbs 202 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 2; 
enteric fever, 2; influenza, 7, and whooping cough, 3. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended April 22, 1899, correspond to an annual rate of 18.1 a 
thousand of the population, which is estimated at 1,587,414. The 
lowest mortality was recorded in Perth, viz, 10.2, and the highest in 
Dundee, viz, 21.9 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 554, including diphtheria, 3; measles, 20; 
scarlet fever, 4, and whooping cough, 13. 

Hatti—Santo Domingo.—Month of March, 1899. Estimated popu- 
lation, 12.000. Total number of deaths, 29, including 11 from phthisis 
pulmonalis. 

KOREA—Seoul.—Two weeks ended March 25, 1899. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 300,000. Number of deaths not reported. Smallpox, enteric 
fever, and typhus fever present, but abating. Cholera will probably 
be severe in the coming summer in consequence of the mild winter. 
Plague has never been known in Korea. 

MALTA.—Two weeks ended March 15, 1899. Estimated population, 
180,328. Total number of deaths, 165, including diphtheria, 1, enteric 
fever, 1, and 2 from measles. 

Nova Scotira— Windsor.—Two weeks ended April 22. Estimated 
population, 3,000. Total number of deaths, 1. No contagious diseases. 

Russta—Riga.—Month of February, 1899. Estimated population, 
282,000. Total number of deaths, 444, including diphtheria, 14; enteric 
fever, 3; measles, 2; scarlet fever, 4; smallpox, 18; whooping cough, 
2, and 58 from phthisis pulmonalis.
